connecting apparatus." Applicants submit that the phrase "connecting apparatus" is sufficiently 
described structurally in the Application, for example, at paragraphs 0007 and 0025. 

Applicant has also amended claim 1 7 to add the trunk lid and to recite that the 
intermediate panel is supported on the trunk lid. In addition to correcting informalities by 
changing "am" to -an-, Applicant also removed a double period at the end and changed "the 
storage cover" to -a storage cover-. Claim 8 was amended to be consistent with the changes to 
claim 1 and claim 9 was amended to change its dependency to claim I. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the amendments to claims 1 and 1 7 have overcome 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
